wayes intended to make our Ruines a ground of his 
advancement ; ſo his advanc<ment the meanes of our 
maher ming}. i IE. 
Afterthar,contrary tothe further end of his place,and 
the end of that meeting in which hee held his place, hee 
had as it were, gagg'd the Common Wealth, taking 
away, (- to his power -) all power of Speech frym that 
body, of which he ought to have been the Mouth, and 
which alone can perfectly repreſent the condition of the 
people, whom that only repreſents, which if he had nor 
done, inall probability, what ſo grave and judicious an 
Afﬀembly might have offered to the conſideration of ſo 
gratious and juſt a Prince, had occaſioned the redreſſe of 
the grievances they then ſuffered, and prevented thoſe 
which we have ſince endured, according to. the ancient 
Maxime of 04i{/e q#s leſeris - he purſued this offence to- 
wards the Parliament, by invighing againft the Mem- 
 bers,by ſcandalizing their proceedings,by trampling up- 
ontheir Ads & Declarations,by uſurpingand devolving 
the Righr, by diminiſhing and abrogating che power, 
both of that and other Parliaments, and making rhem(as 
much as in him lay ) both uſcleſſe and odious co his 
Majeſtie, and purſued his hatred to this Fountaine of 
Juſtice by corrupting rheſtreames of ir, the Lawes-zand 
perverting the Conduit pipes, the Iudges. * 
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He pradticed the annihilating , ark 
ous perambularions' of particular Forreſts, the beree 
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prepare himſelfe to annihilate the Ancient, and” 
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ous perambulation of the whole Kingdome, themeeres: 
and bounders between the liberties of the Subje&t and” - 
Soveraigne power ; heendeavoured to have all renures 
in durante bene placito, tO way all Liw from his Majes: 
ſties Courts, into his Majeſties breſt : he gave our goods 
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\ tothe "_ our Lands to the Deere, our Liberties to 
his Sheriff 


S; ſo that- there' was'no way by which wee 
had not becn oppreſt,and deſtroyed, ifrhe power of this 
perſon, had been equall with his will : Or that the will 
of his Majeſty, had been equall to his power, 

*- Henot onely by this meanes, made us lyable to all the 
effe& of an Invaſion from within , '( and by deſtruction 
of our Liberties, which included the deſtruRion of our 
propriety, which included rhe deſtruRtion of our Indu- 
ſtry ) made us lyable to the terribleſt of all Tayafions: 
that of want, and povertie. Sothar if what he plotted; 
had taken Roote ( and he made ir; as ſure as his Declards 
ration could make it (what himfelfe was not) Parliament 
Proofe ) in this wealthy, and happy Kingdome, there 
could have been left, no abundance. but of grievances; 
and diſcontentment,no ſatisfation but amongſt the guils 
tie. Iris generally obſerved of the Plagne, that theTn- 
feion of orhers, 1s anearneſt, and conſtant defire of all 
thatare ſeized by it : and as*this defigne reſembles that 
diſeaſe, in the ruine, deſtruction,and deſolation,ir would 
have wrought, ſo it ſeemes no leſſelike ir in this effe&: 
He having ſo labourcd ro make others ſhare in that guilt, 


that his ſoliciration, was not-onely his Acton, burhis 
-workes, making uſe both of his Authoritie, his Intereſt, 


and Importunitie, to perſwade ; 'and in his Majeſties 
nane ( whoſe piety is.knowne to-give that Excellent 
Prerogative to his perſon , that The Law gives rochis

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place, fotto-beable to: doe wrong ) to threaten the reſt 
obthe Judges, 20 figne opinions contrary-ro Law, toaſ- 
figneadfvers contrary tatheir opinions, to; give Judge, 
ment which they: ougtnoc tohave given, and to recant 
Judgement; whenthey had gives asthey ought, ſo that 
whoſoever conſiders his care of;and Concernment,both 
inthe growth and the Immortalitieof this projeR,'can- 
notbut by the ſame way,by which the wiſeſt Judgement 
found the true Mother of the Childe, diſcover him not. 
.onely to: have been the Foſterer, but the Father of this 
moiſt pertnicious and envious deſigne; Fob 
/[T ſhall nor need: to obſerve, that this was:plotted and 
purſued by an. Engliſh.man, again England, (which cn. 
creaſeth the Crime in no beſſe degree then, parricide is 
beyond/ Murther') that: rhis was done- in the greateſt 
matter joyned. to the greateſt Bond, being againſt the 
generall-libertie, and publique propriety, by a ſworne 
Judge, ( and if that ſalt: it ſelfe, becauſe unſavory , the 
Goſpel it ſelfe, -hath deſign'd whither it muſt be caſt) 
that he poyſoned!' our very: Antidotes, and turned our 
Guard into adeſtrution, making Law the ground of Il- 
legalitie : that he uſed this Law. not-anely againſt us, but 
againſt it ſelfe, making it as I may ſay, Felo de ſe, making 
the pretence, (for I can ſcarce ſay, the appearance of it ) 
ſo/tocontribute the utter ruine of it (elfe, :
